Derrick Convention 
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From the Mountains-and the Prairies-They Came to Beautiful Banff 


. . . Nearly 600 Desk and Derrickers, representing 78 member D&D 
clubs, from all regions of the United States and Canada, convened at 
Banff Springs, Alberta, Canada —to review their outstanding progress 
and growth — to formulate plans for the coming year — and to elect 
the officers and directors to implement this program. 

D&D progress and growth are nothing short of phenomenal! D&D 
first convened as a single club in New Orleans in 1949, formed by Inez 
Awty Shaeffer, spurred on by the conviction that common interests of 
women in the petroleum industry would best be served by association 
providing avenues of learning about the oil industry. Becoming better 
acquainted also would have social value; oil women would gain 
greatly in improved performance on the job, and increased conscien- 
tiousness of personal accomplishment. 

The initial club, reported in the petroleum and business press, 
aroused great interest. Soon Jackson, Mississippi, in June 1949, organ¬ 
ized its D&D club. Los Angeles followed in April 1950; Houston in 
August 1950. These four clubs, each retaining its autonomy, pooled 
interests to provide uniform policy and procedure, in fulfillment of 


purpose and in protection of mutual interest — forming, in July 1951, 
the Association of Desk and Derrick Clubs of North America. D&D pur¬ 
pose, clearly stated in the by-laws, is "to promote among the women 
employed in the petroleum and allied industries, through informative 
and educational programs, a clearer understanding of the industry 
which they serve, to the end that the enlightenment gained thereby 
may increase their interest and enlarge their scope of service." Fifteen 
clubs, representing 1500 women members, received their charters. 

By July 1952, forty clubs representing 4500 members, had been 
chartered. By August 1954, ninety-six clubs served 9000 members — 
women executives, geologists, editors, draftswomen, secretaries, sten¬ 
ographers, auditors, accountants, bookkeepers, clerks, and other 
women actively engaged in various phases of the petroleum industry. 

Today's Desk and Derrick programs —as manifested at this Third 
Annual Convention — faithfully pursue the purpose of enlightening 
and educating D&D membership with respect to the many various 
and growing complexities of this ever-expanding petroleum industry.
